Cleveland, O., Sept. 13—JWith the 


charges of heresy against Dr. Chas. 
W. Tinley, pastor of the First M. E. 
church of Youngstown, the lines be- 
tween the "advanced" and orthodox 
thinkers of the Methodist Episcopal 
church are being closely drawn. 


Dr. Tinley is one of the leading 


Methodist ministers 
of the middle 


west. 
Before 
he went to 
the big 


Youngstown church he agitated the 
orthodox Methodists of Indianapolis 
by his teachings. 


The men who are conducting Dr 


Tinley's prosecution say the Youngs- 
town p'-eacher rejects the divinity of 
Christ, his immaculate 
conception, 


the resurrection of the .body and the 
inspiration of the Bible. 
They- say 


no man can do this and remain a 
Methodist. 


Explaining his views, Dr. Tinley 


says: 


"There has come a time that the 


religious sentiment of the city should 
be awakened. 
The old time line 
of 


teaching cannot get the people. There 
must be something more. 


"Three things are taught in the old 


time decalogue. One is the immacu- 
late conception of Christ. Another is 
the Trinity and a third is the resur- 
rection. If any one of these is a fact 
it is beyond controversy. But it does 
not matter to the individual whether 
it is. * 


"The divinity of Christ is within 


one's own breast. He was the incar- 
nation of God just as one feels it. 


"The old idea that He was the 


only representative of God on earth 
is absurd. That takes away from Him 
the divine attributes. 


"To think that the only representa- 


tive of God should suffer hunger an;l 
fatigue; that is absurd. He was the 
incarnation of God only as we feel it 
in ourselves. 


"I talked before the members of 


the Y. M. C. A. in 12 lectures on the 
subject of the Bible. I said that the 
book of Genesis was not history. It 
was made up of myths which were 
known before-Moses wrote it. 


"What I teach is that Jesus was the 


embodiment of goodness and truth, 
and that to follow him would mean 
the saving of the people. The old 
hulls of doctrine cannot be accepted 
now. 


"The 
old 
prophets were not so 


much foretellers as they were forth- 
tellers, 
not. predictors of 
future 


events as much as they were interpre- 
ters of God to men. 
Every genera- 


tion has its seers. Carlyle, Ruskin, 
Browning, Tennyson 
and Emerson 


were all real prophets of God. 


"Today attention is called fig>m the 


church, for men feel that she does 
not really grapple with the live so- 
cial problems. 


"Then the "new doubt" is another 


reason for 
the church's 
declining 


growth. A restatement is 
needed

water works was proposed In Newark 
the Ad\ocate championed the cause.

flO CONDITIONS THIS TIME 


Chief Magistrate's Son-ln-Law Denies 


Authenticity of an 
Interview In 


Which He Was Made to Say the 
President Might Make the Race 
Again If the Call Was Unanimous. 


San Francisco, Sept. 13.—If Nich- 


olas Longworth, son-in-law of Presl 
dent Roosevelt and member of con 
gress from Cincinnati, speaks with 
any authority, and it is generally be- 
lieved that what little he says has the 
sanction of the chief executive, Theo- 
dore Roosevelt will not be a candidate 
for renomination as president, and all 
the power of the Republican party can 
not compel him to remain in the 
White House. Congressman and Mrs. 
Longworth returned on the liner Ko- 
rea from a two months' visit at Hono- 
lulu. They expect to remain here un- 
til Saturday, before proceeding direct 
to Cincinnati. 


Asked about a reported Interview 


with him as he was leaving Honolulu 
a week ago, regarding the probability 
of Roosevelt running again, Congress- 
man Longworth said he had not been 
interviewed. When the substance of 
the alleged interview, in which it was 
stated that the president might run 
again if conditions were favorable and 
the convention made a unanimous de- 
mand that he head the ticket, was 
quoted, Congressman Longworth said 
quietly, but with emphasis, "But there 
:will be no conditions." 


The president's son-in-law was re- 


minded of the conditions at Philadel- 
phia, when Roosevelt was nominated 
lor vice president against his will, and 
of having at that time accepted the 
conditions that arose. "Yes, I remem- 
ber," said Longworth, "but there will 
be no conditions this time."

Arabs Resisted With Their Old-Tim* 


Courage, but Were Finally Com- 
pelled to Retreat—French Cruiser 
Hurled Shells While the Infantry 
Advanced—Disastrous Defeat. 


Paris, Sept. 13.—A dispatch from 


Casablanca, .Morocco, says: 


The Franco-Spanish army made a 


sudden and successful move on Tad- 
dert, where the Moors were massed in 
force. 
The camp of the latter was 


destroyed by bombardment and the 
enemy was put to flight, leaving manv 
dead on the field. 
The French lost 


one man killed and six men wounded. 
The assault was carefully planned 
and was based largely on the observ- 
ance of the Moors' positions from a 
military balloon. The allied army, 
which was divided into two columns, 
left the camp at 6 o'clock in the morn- 
ing, leaving several companies of in- 
fantry to defend the base at Casa- 
blanca. The first column was com- 
posed of four companies of regular in- 
fantry, several companies of sharp- 
shooters, a battery of artillery and all 
the cavalry.' The second column con- 
sisted of six companies of Infantrj- 
and a battery of artillery. 


The march was skillfully carried out 


under the cover of a fog until half way 
to Taddert, when the fog lifted and 
disclosed several large bands of the 
enemy. The allies then charged sev- 
eral large bands of the enemy at the 
point of the bayonet, and although the 
Moors resisted with their 
old-time 


courage, they were finally, compelled 
to retreat in the face of a superior 
force, and both of the columns of al- 
lied troops advanced on Taddert. Af- 
ter the bombardment of that place, by 
the French artillery, as well as by the 
guns of the French cruiser Gloire, 
which fired 75 shells, the allied infan- 
try advanced on the Moorish camp, 
where tHe enemy was making a last 
desperate stand. A short engagement 
followed and the Moors fled in wild 
disorder, pursued for several miles by 
the irregular Algerian cavalry in the 
French service. 
The Moorish camp 


was completely destroyed. The exact 
loss of the Moors is not known, as 
they carried away many of their dead. 
When the Moors saw their camp in 
flames they set fire to all the farms 
and woods they could reach, and soon 
the country surrounding Taddert was 
covered with the smoke and flames.

When disastrously beaten, the Moors 
disappeared among the hills.

sents it. He gets ?15,000 a year out 
of this job. 
A few years ago the 


Northern Securities company, which 
later the government dissolved after a 
memorable litigation, needed political 
influence. 
J. Pierpont Morgan was 


dominant in steel as in the Northern 
Securities company. 
James J. Hill, 


his great confederate in the latter 
concern, one day told Mr. Morgan 
while in New York that he would like 
to have this man Kellogg do certain 
political work in Minnesota in the in 
terests of the business. Kellogg hap- 
pened to be in New York, and Mor- 
gan sent for him. 


I am a lawyer, not a politician, Mr. 


Morgan," Kellogg is said to have re- 
marked after the proposition was put 
to him and also after some language 
more sulphurous had been uttered. "I 
am glad to do the steel corporation's 
legal work, but I won't do its politics, 
and much less will I do its friends' 
politics. If it is necessary for me to 
become a poltical orderly for corporate 
interests in order to hold my job I'll 
resign the job." 


Kellogg did not resign, nor did he 


become a political orderly. Outside of 
steel he is a consistent trust buster. 
In the cases instituted under Attorney 
General Knox against the western pa- 
per trust Kellogg was special counsel. 
He secured an injunction dissolving it 
into the minor concerns which coin- 
posed it, and this precedent is highly 
useful in the St Louis suit against 
Standard Oil. Kellogg's coup put new 
life into the Sherman antitrust law, 
which most lawyers supposed had giv- 
en up the ghost. He proved that a law 
is not a dead one so long as you can 
stick a pin in it and make a violator 
howl. 


Mr. Purdy, by the way, did just 


about the same thing to the old Elkins 
law, 
which seems primarily to have 


been designed for the protection of 
"Wall streeters under the guise of a 
righteous statute. Purdy resurrected 
the Elkins law and used it in putting 
a quietus on railroad rebating, which 
was almost universal. 


Verily, he that breatheth the breath 


of life into a defunct statute and 
inaketh it sit up and kick is of more 
value to society than he that taketh a 
city by the neck or gobbleth a railroad 
system. 


Another important man in the trust 


busting fraternity is Herbert Knos 
Smith, commissioner of the bureau of 
corporations. 
This bureau, organized 


four years ago, is one of the most ef- 
fective measures for the curbing of 
corporate 
anarchy that we have. 


James R. Garfield, now secretary of 
the interior, was the first commission- 
er. Mr. Smith, who bails from Hart- 
ford, Conn., was his assistant for a 
time, going to the head" of the class 
vhen his chief was promoted to the 
cabinet. 


Wise Beyond His Years. 


Mr. Smith is not yet thirty-eight 


years old, but he is said to possess 
wisdom beyond his years. 
Perhaps 


enthusiasm is the fitter term. It is his 
business to investigate 
corporations 


which lay themselves liable to investi- 
gation. Of course he has a large and 
able staff, but he directs the work. 
Just recently he has reported on the 
Standard Oil company. His letters of 
transmission of these several reports 
to the president are admirable epit- 
omes of the longer text The letters 
gleam with positive statements, such 
as these, which are backed up by the 
body of the report: 


"The Standard has consistently used 


its power to raise the price of oil dur- 
ing the past ten years not only abso- 
lutely, but also relatively to the cost 
of crude oil." 


"The Standard has superior efficien- 


cy in running its owu business. It has 
nu f>nnni efficiency in destroying the 
business of competitors.'1 


Edwin W. Sims, the young district 


attorney for the United States at Chi- 
cago, whose nge is a little less than 
that of Mr. Smith, is notable in the 
trust busting battle. He was for a 
time assistant commissioner of the 
bureau of corporations. It was Sims 
who directed the epoch making case 
against the Standard Oil which re- 
sulted recently in a fine of $29,240,000 
being imposed by Judge Landis. 


James C. McReynolds, a Kentucky 


born Democrat, living in Tennessee, 
is closely associated with Mr. Purdy 
in the tobacco trust prosecution.
